Note to Germany in Lusitania Mat- 


ter Formally Approved and Sign- 
ed-Complete Text to be Made 
Public Today—Makes No Threats

WASHINGTON, MAY 13.—Germany must act; she must not 


quibble nor promise. 


Summed up in a sentence that is the United States' attitude in 


the negotiations growing out of the torpedoing of the Lusitania with 
its toll of American lives. America's last Avord goes forward t» 
Germany this afternoon. 


The note was formally approved by the president at 10:16 this 


morning, signed an hour later by Secretary of State Bryan, and im- 
mediately turned over to confidential secretaries to be reduced to 
code.

She was built seventeen years ago, so 
was gi^en this rather hazardous task 
•with the Idea that she could be spared 
hotter In case of successful attack 
than the more modern boats needed 
for the main task of reducing tho 
torts. 


The Goliatn -was 400 feet long on Ihc 


water line and 74 feet beam. Her dis 
placement was 12,950 tons. She was 
ermed with four 12 inch and tweUe

Industrial progress the lake must bi 
abolished, according to a precedent cs 
tabUsheil regarding Kcrr lake, nca: 
Cobalt, Ontario, which is no longer it. 
o\istence. It has been pumped drj 
because it btood in the way of tli 
mining of a vein of silver extending 
under it. This vein was so rich that 
the mining company decided that it 
was worth the expense o£ pumping 
the lake dry. 
The pumping opera- 


tion was unusual. 
It required four 


big centrifugal pumps, which were 
placed on scows floated on the surface 
of the lake. These pumps were large 
enough to permit the passage of solid 
matter up to four inches in diameter 
The water was conveyed through 
[ipes to another lake about half a 
mile av,ay. The pumping operations 
required US working dajs of ten hours 
each, with the pumps bringing up wa- 
ter at the rate of 6,000 gallons a. min- 
ute. The lake covered about thirty 
acres and contained more than 4,000,- 
000 gallons of vater.
